Officers were elected at the session 
yeBterday and last night a memorial 
service was held at the colored Meth- j 
odist church.

Danville. Ky., Aug. 5. — Mie6 Susan 
Kincaid, daughter of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Kincaid, of Danville, was married at 
Mt. Carmel, 111., Monday to Rev. 
Lucien DvNoel. while the groom was 
thought tojje perhaps on hiB death 
bed. 

Mr. Noel, who graduated at Prince- 
ton College this Bummer, went to Mt. 
Carmel to preach, and was stricken 
with illness. Miss Kincaid went to 
his bedside with members of his fam- 
ily, and upon her arrival there the 
marriage was decided upon in order 
that the young minister might have 
the care of a devoted wife.

Birmingham, Ala,, Aug. 4.— Fuller 
returns from yesterday's State elec- 
confirm the first reports of sweep- 
ing Democratic victory. Official and 
estimated returns bated cn the re- 
turns of a majority of the precincts in 
the counties show that Johnston and 
;he Democratic ticket have carried 
forty-five out of siity-six counties. 
The Democrats are claiming four oth- 
er counties not yet heard from, with 
the probability that thejr have carried 
them. Goodwyn and the fusion 
ticket carried fifteen counties and 
probably two others. Returns from 
sixty counties give Johnston a 
total uiajonty of i'j,y-21 auu Goodwju 
7,168. making Johnston's majority to 
date 42,753. It is probable that re- 
turns from the other six counties and 
official figures from those which are 
now estimated will increase John- 
ston's majority to 45,000 or 46,000. 

Two years ago Kolb, fusioniet, car- 
ried thirty three counties and Oates, 
Democrat, thirty-three. Yesterday 
the Democrats carried fifteen coun 
ties that went for Kolb in 1894, with 
the probability cf the official returns 
showing one or two more, while they 
lost none of those that Oates carried. 
Oates' majority of 27,682 in 1894 is 
nearly doubled this year by John 
ston. 

In the legislature the Democrats 
have gained at least fourteen mem- 
bers of the House, giving them a total 
of seventy-eight out of 100 members, 
while they bave elected eleven oat of 
seventeen Senators, which, added to 
their thirteen hold-over members, 
will give them twenty-four out of 
thirty-three members of the body. 
Thus they will have three-fourths of 
all the legislature.

Providence, Aug 3.— News reached 
here at daylight this morning of a 
horrible family butchery near Clay, 
eight mile west of this place. 

Tom Brown, an insane husband, 30 
years old. and a farmer, terribly 
butchered his family, consisting of 
a wife, mother-iu-law and a baby, 
last night about 12 o'clock, using an 
ax. 

His mother-in-law. Mrs. Cash, was 
beaten with the poll of tbe ax, while 
his wife was chopped with the blade. 
The baby was beaten in the face 
and bead.presumably with the clinch- 
ed fist of the infuriated madman and 
father. 

After the terrible atrocity had been 
committed Brown went to the house 
of Mr. Muir. his nearest neighbor.and 
told him what he had doue and asked 
Mr. Muir to shoot him, he desired to 
die also. 

While the victims of the madman's 
rage were not killed outright, no 
hope is entertained for their recov- 
ery. Messengers were dispatched to 
this place for additional surgical as- 
sistance, who left for the sceue of the 
tragedy at once. Browu is of a fee- 
ble minded family. He is in custody, 
a pitiful wreck of human reasou, aud 
bewailing his condition, but divested 
sufficient reason to real- 
the enormity of his crime.

What Hla Old .School Teacher Has to Say 

Prof. S. S. Ilamill, of Decatur, III., is 
the teacher under whom William J 
Bryan studied elocution while he was 
attending Illinois college at Jackson- 
ville. Mr. Hamill says- it was Bryan's 
deep earnestness and inborn genius that 
made him theorator of national reputa- 
tion that he is. "It was in 1878," said 
Prof. HamiJl, "that Bryan first came 
into one of my clashes. He was a good 
student, and stood first in all his studies, 



In 1894 Mr. Bryan declined a third 
nomination and was nominated by the 
democrati-3 state convention for United 
States senator by the unanimous vote 
of the convention.

CHAMP CLARK'S TRIBUTE. 
•Considers Bryan One of the Greatest 
' Orators of the Ag-e. 

In a recent interesting sketch of W.J. 
Bryan, Champ Clark, the Missouri ora- 
tor and statesman, after drawing a com- 
parison between Samuel J. Bandall and 
Mr. Bryan, thus describes the latter: 

"In four years' service Bryan estab- 
lished a far greater reputation than did 
Bandall in the same length of time. In- 
deed, it may be said without any ex- 
travagance that when Bryan quit con- 
gress he had as widespread fame as 
Bandall had when he died after 20 years 
of congress. Whether the Nebraskan 
plowed his ideas as deep into the minds 
of men as did the Pennsylvanian is an 
entirely different question; for as late 
as 1894 the line of cleavage made by 
Bandall in the democratic party on the 
tariff was easily discernable to the 
naked eye, when 17 of his disciples 
bolted the Wilson bill, and several others 
had the will to bolt, but lacked the 
courage. 

"Bryan is a collegiate scholar, and 
has stowed away in his capacious cran- 
ium much of the golden grain of wis- 
dom and little of the husks, and it is all 
there for use, either as argument or 
embellishment. Some men are so ugly 
and ungainly that it is a. positive ad- 
vantage to them as public speakers. 
Borne are so handsome and graceful that 
they are on good terms with the audi- 
ence before liiey open their lips. Of 
the latter class Bryan is a shiningexam- 
ple. His appearance is a passport to the 
affections of his fellow men which all 
can read. He is the picture of health, 
mental, moral and physical. He stands 
about five feet ten, weighs about 170, 
is a pronounced brunette, has a mas- 
sive head, a clean-shaven face, an aqui- 
line nose, large under jaw, squara chin, 
a broad chest, large lustrous dark eyes, 
a mouth extending almost from ear to 
ear, teeth white as i>earls, and hair— 
what there is left of ite-black as mid- 
night. Benea th his eyes is the pro- 
tuberant flesh which physiognomists 
tell us is indicative of fluency of lan- 
guage and which was one of the striking 
features in the face of James G. Blaine* 

"Bryan neglects none of the acces- 
sories of oratory. Nature richly en- 
dowed him with rare grace. He is happy 
in attitude and pose. His gestures are 
on Hogarth's line of beauty. Mellifl uous 
U the one word that most aptly de- 
scribes his voioe. It is strong enough 
to be heard by thousands. It is sweat 
enough to charm those inclined to mu- 
sic It fa so modulated as not to vex 
the ear with monotony and can be stern 



Cnst hatched, and that his congressional 
song would be pitched in diminuendo 
instead of crescendo. But he utterly 
confounded these jealous Cassandras by

Among those provided with food 
and shelter at the Municipal lodging 
house recently was a young man 
whose dress would scarcely indicate 
that he had been reduced to a penni- 
less condition, neither would it be 
inferred from his actions that he 
was accustomed to seeking accom- 
modations furnished free by a chari- 
^ table community. For three days 
f and nights he was obliged to remain 
under the roof of that institution. 
,Ono of the rules of the home for the 
destitute is that each person pro- 
Tided for must exert a certain 
amount of energy upon the woodpile. 
In this way any individual may earn 
a night's lodging or a meal of vic- 
tuals. 

Theodore Frazier was the name 
registered upon the book, but the 
name signified nothing in particular, 
I and it was not for two days that the 
remarkable history of the young 
man was learned.

"Rattlesnakes, scorpions, taran- 
tulas, Gila monsters— they ai-e all 
good thintrs to keep away from," said 
a mining engineer recently returned 
from the west, "but for all around 
hatefulness they simply aren't in it 
with a centipede. No. they are not 
necessarily fatal. No poisonous in- 
sects are, notwithstanding the 
stories one hears to the contrary. 
But they aro bad enough. Did you 
ever see one? They are not pretty, 
and they don't look in the least like 
these thousand legged worms which 
we call centipedes here. The gen- 
uine thing may be anywhere from 
one to six inches long. I killed two, 
each eight inches in length, but that 
is not common. Their bodies consist 
of a lot of joints, something like a 
string of flattened beads. Each 
joint has two legs connected with it, 
and in the ends of these lies the poi- 
son. There are 19 joints, so that, al- 
though he hasn't 100 feet, as 
nameimplies, he is still very well pro- 
vided with them Thirty-eight logs 
and every leg a stingl He can't at- 
tack you from the ground, of cot 
He doesn't have to, for it is at night 
when there is the greatest danger 
from these pests. 

"He is of an investigating turn of 
mind, and is fond of exploring one's 
body as it lies asleep. Scorpions 
or any of the other creatures sting 
only when they wish to in self-de- 
fense; but with a centipede it is dif- 
ferent. 

"He may simply walk over one, 
with each step making something 
over three dozen foot prints, and 
each of th^se will leave a running 
sore, around which the flesh will 
finally slough off — a horrible scar 
being the result. Tf the creature is 
angered or startled— and it takes 
very little to annoy him— every claw 
is instantly driven into the flesh, and 
the result is ten times worse. 

"So far as speed of traveling goes, 
the centipede would be lost in the 
turn by many smaller insects; but 
in this clinching specialty of his, I 
think be must be the quickest crea- 
ture that lives. 

"There was a remarkable case In 
point which took place during this 
last trip of mine," continued the en- 
gineer. 

"We were camped somewhere near 
the southern end of the line dividing 
New Mexico from Arizona. It was 
just dawn when something woke me. 
My instrument man and a rod man 
lay on the opposite side of the little 
open tent The rod man was also 
awake, and was gazing silently, with 
an expression of horror on his face, 
at the bare chest of his companion. 
Then, from under the arm of the 
sleeping man, appeared the linked 
body of a big centipede, fully six 
Inches long. 

"It went forward a little way and 
stopped; then crawled leisurely on 
again. There was nothing to " 
that I could think of. A sudden 
movement, a sound, or even a shad- 
ow, would at once cause the brute to 
fasten himself. 

"The warmth of the body seemed 
to please him, and he stopped again. 
Luckily the transitman never stirred. 
The inaction was ghastly, and I saw 
the rodman's hand gradually^very 
gradually— move toward the saddle 
which served him as a pillow, disap- 
pearing under it. Then it slowly 
emerged, grasping a heavy pistol, 
cocked. Always with the same de- 
liberation, the muzzle was brought 
to within a few inches of the centi- 
pede; the barrel carefully pointed so 
that It would just miss the man's 
breast, and the trigger pulled. The 
sleeper awoke with a scream, start- 
ing up and trying to clutch at the 
place, but before he could do so, we 
had pinioned his hands and forced 
him back. The centipede, naturally, 
was blown to dust, but between the 
time that bullet left the pistol, two 
inches away, and reached the end of 
his six.inch body, the creature had 
found time to bury seven of his 38 
legs. 

"We never thought the injured 
man would survive, but-after weeks of 
delirium, he began slowly to recover. 
When the obstinate wound had 
healed the scar was as though a red 
hot ladle had been laid across the 
man's body; the path of the centi- 
pede forming the handle, and the 
bowl, a place as large as one's hand, 
made by the dying clinch. I'll take 
my scorpions straight, if I have a 
choice. No centipedes in mine."

Servants, 
as a class, cannot remember names, 
and a card sent obviates this diffi- 
culty.

If a call is made on a person vis- 
iting a house two cards should be 
sent, one for the visitor and one for 
the lady of the house. 

A card should be left after a din- 
ner or luncheon, dancing party or 
ball. But a reception, unless ex- 
tremely formal, calls for no card. 

Cards should never be left for the 
younger members of the family with- 
out including the elders. 

Young people should call on their 
elders — not the reverse. 

After a dinner party a lady should 
leave her husband's card as well as 
her own. 

Turning the corner of cards is no 
longer fashionable. 

All first calls should be returned 
within a week. 

On an "at home" day every lady 
should make her call. At other 
times it is an intrusion. 

Formal calls should be made once 
a year. They should not exceed 15 
minutes, if not returned, the ac- 
quaintance ceases.— N. Y. Morning 
Journal.

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IDENTIFICATION BO) 

A Scheme for Proving identity 
Any Part of the World. 

Passports are intondbd primarily 
for the purpose of identification. The 
same idea is the object of a scheme 
which has been adopted lately by a 
number of the nations of the world. 
The question whether it shall be 
taken up by the Cnitod States is to 
be discussed at the convention to bo 
held in "Washington next winter. The 
idea referred to !a nothing more or 
less than an identification book, 
which enables the holder to estab- 
lish his identity wherever in the 
world he may be. This is often a 



Travelers ignorant of the 
of the country through which they 
;;re journeying are-apt to have trouble 
in securing mail addressed to them, 
in cashing money orders, and in 
various other ways. They may even 
find themselves stranded for lack of 
the very funds which are waiting for 
them at the post office, simply be- 
cause they are not personally known. 
It is mainly through agitation of the 
subject by tourists that the identifi- 
cation book lias become an. accom- 
plished fact 

The. book of identification is a 
small, green paper-covered book of 
convenient size for the pocket. It 
costs only ten cents, and may be 
boutfiii «t any post office. On the 
inside of the cover is placed a pho- 
tograph of the holder, tiod in place, 
and fastened by a sealed ribbon. To 
this is attached the signature of the 
person. »On opposite page is a dec- 
laration signed by the post office 
official, stating that the photograph 
and signature are genuine. Of 
course, the official witnesses the 
making of the signature and is easily- 
able to determine whether the por- 
trait is a likeness of the applicant or 
not. On the next page is a full de- 
scription of the holder of the book, 
giving details as to height, eyes, 
nose, forehead, ohin, mouth, color- 
ing, hair, "particular marks." Thus, 
if a man has a wart on his nose it is 
mentioned. 

Now follows a declaration to the 
effect that "on presentation of this 
book and the signing of a receipt, 
any post office is required to deliver 
to the holder all mail matter ad- 
dressed to him." It is necessary, 
however, that the signature on the 
receipt shall correspond to the sig- 
nature in the book, and that linea- 
ments of the person shall agree with 
the photograpn and the description 
given in the book. Two-thirds of 
the book of identification is made up 
of a series of receipts arranged like 
bank checks, which may be torn out 
and given in exchange for mail mat- 
ter or money transmitted by mail. 
It is easy to see that this plan is cal- 
culated to save an immense amount 
of trouble. The post office which re- 
ceives the las-fc receipt of a book of 
identity retains the stub of that re- 
ceipt book, and if the holder of the 
book demands it, must issue to him 
a new book without requiring fur- 
ther proof of identity. The sheets of 
the book duly numbered are attached 
to the cover by a ribbon in the na- 
tional colors of the country that sells 
the book, and the two ends of the 
ribbon are fastened by an official 
seal. 

Already the scheme has been 
adopted by France, Italy, Switzer- 
land, Turkey, the Argentine Repub- 
lic, Brazil, Bulgaria, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Egypt, Greece, Liberia, Mex 
ico, Paraguay, Portugal, Roumania, 
Tunis, Venezuela and Chili. It re- 
mains to be seen whether it will be 
accepted by the United States. — St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

A broad- 
gauge railroad is being built from 
Merv to the Kushk river, a distance 
of 200 versts, and at the terminus 
materials will be accumulated to run 
a Decauville railroad as soon as pos- 
sible to Herat, 300 versts further off. 
The reason for this move is said to 
be the gathering of stores and the 
preparations for an advance at the 
end of the Northwestern Railway of 
India, as Russia does not intend- to 
be outstripped in the race for Herat. 
M. Oulianoff. the military engineer, 
is in charge of the construction of 
the road to the Kushk. while M. 
Eiffel, who built the tower, is con- 
sulting ensrineer for the Decauville 
line. 



Jews are being removed wholesale 
from the voting lists in Algeria, the 
French court of cassation having de- 
cided that only thoSe who had fixed 
domiciles in the country when it was 
conquered became French citizens 
by the Cremieux law. All others 
must become naturalized if they wish 
to vote. The Algerian Jews had 
been in the habit of wandering about 
iu tribes from one town to another 
at election time and voting wherever 
the tribe could obtain the highest 
orice.

Wh»t an Engl,,,, Judge Mad to Say 
About Scorching. 

CrimiTial liaBUity for the reckless 
riding of a bicycle was visited with a 
sentence of four months' hard labor 
in the recent English case of Regina 
against Parker, which was tried at 
Lewes assizes, says Case and Com- 
ment The defendant was charged 
in an indictment for manslaughter 
and also for furiously driving a car- 
riage or vehicle contrary to section 
35 of the offenses against the per- 
son act of 1861. The sentence was 
imposed upon a plea of guilty to the 
second indictment. This plea was 
accepted, although the prosecution 
considered that a conviction for 
manslaughter would be supported. 
The Law Journal quotes Mr. Justice 
Hawkins as saying that the counsel 
for the prosecution had very merci- 
fully asked only for a conviction on 
an indictment to which the prisoner 
was ready to plead guilty, and that 
he was glad that someone had thought 
fit to put the law in motion and let 
those who were careless and reck- 
less of the lives of others know that 
they were punishable by the law. 
The justice also said that a man or 
woman who rides a bicycle U bound 
to conduct it with care and caution, 
and no more entitled to ride reck- 
lessly and furiously than to drive a 
cart at a furious pace through the 
street 

or ordinances on this sub- 
ject as on all others, are made only 
for those who are either mentally or 
morally deficient, and not for those 
who are intelligent and conscientious 
enough not to need them. The in- 
teresting and innocent party who, 
for time whereof the memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary, has 
gun and did not 
know it was loaded has now ex- 
changed it for a wheel, and his 
works do follow him. His victim is 
often a fellow wheelman, but more 
often is an elderly lady or small 
child. Pusillanimous municipal au- 
thorities have in many places failed 
to check the increase of these 
crimes. In other places the author- 
ities have been more effective. To 
make the law of the subject plain 
to the limited comprehension o' 
scorchers a few convictions of man 
slaughter will probably be neces 
sary. 

SCIENTIFIC) KITE-FLYING. 

How Kites for This Purpose Are 
Made— Not Methods But Results. 

A good deal has been said of late 
about scientific kite-flying. This 
does not mean particularly as to 
method, but as to results. The ex- 
ploration of the upper air by this 
means is conducted in the search for 
knowledge. There are two sorts of 
kites, both tailless. One is a simpli 
convex surface, somewhat in a dia- 
mond shape; another is described by 
a scientist as two boxes of cloth, 
without top or bottom, and fastened 
together on the same frame a little 
distance apart The converf kite 
has been for many years known to 
the Chinese and Malays, but its 
modification and present form 
the inventions of Mr. Eddy, and the 
kite is called by his name. The cloth- 
box kite Is the invention of an 
Australian gentleman, and is the 
outcome of experiments In the direc- 
tion of a flying machine. Kite-flyers 
are well aware that a kite in motion 
in a still breeze has a tremendous 
force, and the pull of a large kite 
has been likened to the tug of a 
whale on a line. It has fre- 
quently taxed the strength of four 
men to hold large kites that are 
used for making explorations in the 
air a couple of thousand feet above 
the earth's surface. Wind currents 
and flurries are the greatest ob- 
stacles in the way of these investi- 
gations. A kite that will float in a 
light breeze must necessarily 
slender and delicate. When this is 
caught in some of the strong cur- 
rents that it encounters, it is simply 
twisted into fragments. Large 
kites are more easily handled than 
smjll ones. The wind gets a much 
better purchase on them, and they 
are much more steady and control- 
lable. In a gale of 40 miles an hour, 
the pull is from five to eight pounds 
per square foot for a kite of 40 
square feet of surface. Kite-flying 
is great sport under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, but when one flies for 
ideas and information it is infinitely 
more interesting. — N. Y. Ledger.

Compnltory Education Law. 

)w that the fall terms of the pub- 
lic schools are beginning there is 
much inquiry concerning the terms of 
the compulsory education law, which 
is now in force. 

Every parent, guardian or other 
person having control of a child be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 years, 
must send the same to a public or 
private school at least eight consecu- 
tive weeks, unless the child is taught 
at home the same studies that are 
taught iu the public school, and shall 
stand the same examinations that the 
children of the public schools do, or 
uuleBs mental or moral condition of 
the child render it impracticable for 
him to attend, or unless the child is 
excused by the -trustees or Board of 
education upon its being shown that 
parent or guardian is too poor to feed 
or clothe the child, or that the child 
already knows the branches to be 
taught, or that there is no school 
house within two miles of where the 
child resides. 

If a person fails to send the child, 
unless under the foregoing condi- 
tions, shall be fined from five to twen- 
ty dollars for the first offense and 
from ten to fifty dollars for the sub- 
sequent offense. It is the duty of 
school trustees of country districts 
and the president of city boards of 
education tw investigate the matter, 
and shall notify in writing any par- 
ent or guardian found remiss, and in 
five days if legal cause is not shown 
shall proceed against the offender. 

Any parent who shall make any 
false statement for the purpose of 
evading the law shall be fined from 
five to twenty dollars, and the fine is 
to go for the benefit of the district. 
If upon the trial of any case under 
the law, the prosecution is known to 
be malicious, the cost of the trial shall 
be assessed against complainant. 
Trials under this law may be held 
in thejeourt of a Justice of the Peace 
or any other court of record.
